Fifty-seventh Street is following the sun to Florida this 
winter with the opening of the Mayo Hill Galleries in Delray 
Beach.

Havana s G ainival 
begins ss fo 


February 


Havana’s Carnival, one of the West- 
ern Hemisphere’s most colorful and en- 
tertaining celebrations, will be from 
February 21 to March 15, 1953, accord- 
ing to the Cuban Tourist Commission, 
co-sponsors of the event in cooperation 
with the city’s municipal authorities. 

As in other years, Havana’s streets 
will be taken over each Saturday night 
during this period by the ‘““ccomparsas’— 
gaily-caparisoned paraders and conga 
dancers, whose weird dances, exotic cos- 
tumes and intricate rhythms are the 
particular delight of tourist and native 
spectators. A comparsa represents a 
certain neighborhood, private club or 
even a single block of the city, and these 
Saturday night events are actually com- 
petitions, the comparsas being judged 
by an impartial board which awards 
prizes on the last Saturday of Carnival. 

Each Sunday afternoon during Carni- 
val, there are special pageants along Ha- 
vana’s famous drive—the Malecon—and 
along the Prado, the city’s picturesque 
main street. There are parades of floats 
decorated with flowers—comic figures 
on stilts who pelt spectators with flow- 
ers, confetti and serpentine, and old 
coaches filled with lovely senoritas in 
period costumes. There are yacht races, 
native fiestas, outdoor fairs and concerts 
during the entire Carnival period, and 
a succession of large private and club 
parties, many of which are open to the 
tourist on application to the Tourist 
Commission office in Havana. 

Incidentally, if you’re in Havana dur- 
ing Carnival, give thanks to Pope Sixtus 
V for today’s delightful custom of toss- 
ing flowers, confetti and candy. Prior 
to his edict forbidding it, participants 
in early Carnival pelted passers-by with 
flour, dust and lumps of dirt!

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Coronation of Elizabeth 1 
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Cu Be Most Fabulous in British Atstory 


Britishers are already preparing for what will 
be recorded next June 2, in their country’s history, “the 
most resplendent coronation of all times.” The crowning’ 
of a sovereign is always a sensational event, but for this 
occasion, it seems every man, woman and child in Britain, is 
taking a personal deep-felt, affectionate interest, because 
Elizabeth II is young and beautiful... a young woman whom 
they have followed since her birth. Beloved of her people, 
because she has convinced them, she is courageous and deeply 
conscious of her duties, in spite of her youth. The daughter

of a king who died at his task, wife of a “prince charm- 
ing” and mother of two lovely children. 


An amusing story is being told about Prince Charles, 
exclaiming the first time he saw the young queen, wearing 
her diamond tiara, posing for a photographer, “Mummy, 


what’s that funny hat you’re wearing?” No doubt when he 
sees her in her regal red velvet robes, wearing the Imperial 
Crown of State that flashes with about three thousand dia- 
monds and carrying the jeweled scepter, it will be a picture 
that he will never forget. 

Elizabeth II is the first queen to be crowned since Vic- 
toria, who had no little boy to gaze with love and astonish- 
ment, when her coronation took place. She was only eighteen 
and unmarried at the time... her nearest living relative 
was her mother. The first Elizabeth was twenty-five when 
she was crowned four centuries ago and since she never mar- 
ried, the “virgin queen,” for whom the state of Virginia was 
named, did not have any relatives to watch her take the 
throne. 

All the world may see the 1953 coronation, when the new 
queen is crowned! Inside the great grey Westminster Abbey 
Church, few Americans will witness the proceedings, although 
many will go as tourists and watch the coronation proces- 
sion from wooden grandstands. The rest of us, will have to 
be satisfied to view the show on television, newsreels and 
via the newspapers and magazines. It is the first time, that 
a coronation has been televised . . . although the religious 
ceremonies will not be photographed for that purpose. 

Probably the greatest coronation pageant given any 
British queen, it is interesting to go back to history and see 
what happened at some of the other notable coronations. 
Four hundred years ago, it is said, the clergy were so divided 
over religious matters that one group of bishops boycotted 
the ceremony for “Good Queen Bess” and the crown was 
lowered onto her head, not by the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
but by the relatively obscure Bishop of Carlisle. At the 
coronation of Queen Anne, the poor woman was so crippled 
with gout, she had to be carried by chair, in and out of the 
Abbey. 

The ceremony for Victoria had its rough moments too. 
The coronation ring was too small and she wept with pain, 
as it was forced onto her finger. The great Crown of St. 
Edward, fell down around her ears and had to be carried on 
a pillow before her, instead of being worn. The poor queen 
really had a rugged time, all through the ceremony. 

The coronation of Elizabeth II, will probably not have 
any hitches or embarrassing moments, as it will be rehearsed 
like a play, with replicas of the royal regalia. The British 
Crown jewels by the way, are the most valuable in any royal 
treasury. They include at least seven magnificent crowns 
... scepters, orbs, swords, spurs, rings, bracelets. There are 
around sixty fabulous pieces; with an estimated value of 
eighty million dollars. 

Some of the individual gems are virtually priceless. 
Such as the historic Koh-i-noor, which is the most famous 
diamond in the world. The Black Prince’s ruby, now in the 
front of the State Crown, has historic value apart from 
pounds and pence. In the Royal Scepter sparkles the “Great 
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Star of Africa,” the largest cut diamond in the world, weigh- 
ing 5380 carats ... this is held in the Queen’s right hand at 
the coronation. Two hinged diamond clasps hold it in place, 
which allow the diamond to be removed when required by 
the Queen, for wearing as a pendant on great state occasions. 

A sister stone most often called the Cullinan II, which 
weighs three hundred and seventeen carats, was cut from the 
same huge diamond crystal that produced the Great Star of 
Africa and more than a hundred other finished gems. This 
is in the head of the State Crown ... the third and fourth 
pieces are in Queen Mary’s crown. 

The story of the finding of the Cullinan diamond, is fact 
with all the excitement of fiction. It came from the Premier 
Mine in South Africa and was named for Sir Thomas Culli- 
nan, who had discovered the mine, three hundred miles from 
the diamond diggings at Kimberley, in 1905. 

The original stone weighed three thousand, one hundred 
and six carats (nearly one and one-third pounds) ; more than 
three times the size of any diamond discovered before or 
since. The value of the Cullinan was estimated at seventy- 
five million dollars ... it was insured for two million, five 
hundred thousand dollars, whenever it was taken from the 
bank. For quite a while, no one would buy it. Finally the 
government of the Transvaal made an offer, in order to pre- 
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Chree English Ourens in royal regalia! At right Queen 
Mary as a young girl, wearing four of the magnificent gems from the 
famous Cullinan, largest diamond ever mined. On the bodice, pinned 
to the ribbon of the Order of the Garter, is the 317-carat Cullinan II 
with the 530-carat Great Star of Africa, swung below as a pendant. 
These two gems normally are in the State Crown and the Scepter. 
Worn as pendants at the base of the diamond collar are the Cullinan 
IV and below it, the Cullinan III. The center picture shows Eliza- 
beth I seated in the Coronation chair, receiving from the Lord of the 
Manor of Worksop a scarlet glove, which is his ancient right to pre- 
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The St. Edward’s Crown, with which the queen will 
actually be crowned, is made of gold set with diamonds, 
rubies, sapphires, emeralds and pearls. Above the band are 
alternating crosses and fleur-de-lis and over these stretch 
the two complete arches, symbolizing the heredity and in- 
dependence of the monarchy. These arches curve downward 
in the center, symbolizing royalty. 

Large drop pearls, said to have been worn by Elizabeth 
I, hang from the crossbar of the gold and gem-studded cross, 
surmounting the orb on top of the crown. The crown itself 
is extremely heavy, weighing four and one-half pounds and 
for this reason, in the Coronation ceremony, it rests on the 
head of the sovereign but a few minutes, before being ex- 
changed for the lighter (one and one-half pound), Imperial 
Crown of State. An elaborate regalia, based on a circlet of 
diamonds, which belonged to Queen Victoria and worn at all 
British Coronations since her time. 

An interesting sidelight on the coiffure side of the 
Coronation, Elizabeth I wore her red hair flowing to her 
shoulders, although not all artists have depicted her that 
way. Queen Anne wore an elaborate wig of long corkscrew 
curls. Elizabeth II will undoubtedly wear her dark hair in 
a smart short type of coiffure. 


sent to the Sovereign; it is donned just before the Scepter is placed 
on the royal hand. She was crowned January 15, 1559 at the age 
of 25. At left, Elizabeth II, who will be crowned with the same age- 
old ceremony at Westminster Abbey, June 2, at the age of 27. In 
this photograph, she is wearing the diamond and pearl circlet of 
Queen Victoria. The design incorporates the Tudor rose, Scotch 
thistle and Irish shamrock, alternating with the cross. Her diamond 
necklace was the wedding gift of the Nizam of Hyderabad and the 
bracelet from her husband, the Duke of Edinburgh. 


sent it to Elizabeth’s great-grandfather King Edward VII, 
on his birthday in 1907. 

Since the Coronation of Charles II in 1661, the British 
monarch has always been crowned with two crowns. The 
historic Crown of St. Edward, used only for the Coronation 
and the “Sunday Crown,” which former rulers sometimes 
wore to church and which today’s rulers wear for the open- 
ing of Parliament and other state occasions. 


The magnificent gems in the Imperial State Crown, cover 
nine centuries of history, beginning with the great blue 
sapphire from Edward the Confessor’s ring. Right in front, 
is. the famous ruby of the Black Prince, who got his name 
from the color of the armor he wore. Another interesting 
gem in this crown, is the Stuart Sapphire, which descended 
from the family of Mary Queen of Scots. The pearl ear drops 
of Elizabeth I also ornament it and most recent of all its 
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Eagle ampulla and spoon of gold, for the anointing ceremo- 

nies of the Coronation. The eagle-head unscrews and oil is poured 

into the spoon. These two pieces are believed to be originals of the 

ancient regalia of St. Edward, 1042, which escaped destruction under 

Cromwell. At right, top of Scepter, showing the Great Star of Africa, 

world’s largest diamond, weighing 530 carats. This is carried when 
the Monarch is crowned and lies on his coffin in death. 


great stones, the three hundred and seventeen-carat cushion- 
cut diamond called Cullinan II. 


The arches of the State Crown, without which it is con- 
sidered just another jeweled bandeau, are formed of diamond 
oak leaves with pearl acorns. These symbolize England’s 
great forests, the source of her early wooden navy. And, 
under these imperial arches, is the velvet Cap of Maintenance. 


The whole balance and safety of the Crown, depend upon 
the fit of this velvet cap... it is adjusted by a hatter for 
each sovereign. Inside is a chamois lining to keep it from 


Che King’s rk Cleft), is six inches across and studded with 
many gems, topped by a huge amethyst on which the cross rests. 
The Queen’s Orb was made for Mary II; she and her consort reigned 
as William and Mary. This is made of gold, set with diamonds, pearls, 
emeralds, rubies and sapphires. The Orbs with their crosses signify 

Christianity surmounting the globe. 
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slipping and velvet pads are anchored at four places around 
the head, so that when the heavy Crown presses down, it 
won’t hurt . .. too much. Royal crowns can literally be a 
pain in the head! 

The Royal Scepter is about three feet long, made of gold 
richly studded with precious gems. It is surrounded by an 
orb, cut from a large amethyst, girdled with diamonds and 
rubies and a magnificent diamond cross, in the center of 
which is a beautiful emerald. Beneath the orb and cross is 
the enormous pear-shaped and flawless “Great Star of 
Africa.” 

The orb surmounted by a cross, symbolizes the domina- 
tion of the Christian faith over the world. It is never placed 
in the hands of a consort, but only of a reigning King or 
Queen. The jeweled State Sword, has a scabbard thickly 
set with diamonds, rubies and emeralds . . . used to depict 


the Rose of England, the Thistle of Scotland and the Sham- 
rock of Ireland. 


Historic Crom of St. Edmard Cleft), with which all British 
monarchs are crowned. Formed of gold, it is encrusted with diamonds, 
sapphires, emeralds and pearls. ‘The two central arches symbolize 
Heredity and Independence. This crown is worn only once in the 
lifetime of a sovereign and then, only for a few minutes. The Im- 
perial State Crown (right) with the arches slanting upward, an 
insigne of the empire, is the most valuable royal crown in existence. 
In the center of the band is the 317-carat Cullinan II diamond, second 
largest diamond in the world. Above it, the great ruby of the Black 
Prince. In the cross at the top of the monde, Edward the Confessor’s 
sapphire. The arches are clusters of diamond oak leaves with pearl 
acorns. Almost 3100 gems in all! 


Apart from the traditional regalia, the Queen may wear 
whatever pieces of her own jewelry she chooses at her Coro- 
nation. Beneath the robes, she will wear full evening dress. 
The 1953 robes of state, which Elizabeth II will wear, will 
be the most fabulous in the history of Westminster Abbey. 

Fifty thousand silk worms have provided the yarn for 
the twenty yards of richest silk velvet known as the “Queen’s 
Purple,” which will fashion her trailing robe and the satin 
for the gown beneath it. Both will be encrusted with the 
most gorgeous embroidery ever executed by the Royal School 
of Needlework and representing the Royal Insignia. It is 
presumed the Royal dressmaker, Norman Hartnell, will be 
entrusted with the making of the Coronation robes.

moted by the Worth Avenue Gallery directors. Thus each 
year as well as paintings, many of them brought back from 
Europe by Mrs. Benson and Mrs. Rayner, and others sent 
from New York for special exhibitions, there are also shows 
presenting the work of local artists. 

The opening exhibition this season, for example, as well 
as showing work by such artists as Leonid, Eugene Berman 
and Pavel Tchelitchev who 25 years ago with Christian Ber- 
ard formed the Neo-Humanist group in Paris in a revolt 
against abstraction, all of them being painters of poetic dis- 
position, also featured a group of oils by John Franklyn 
Hawkins, a Palm Beach artist recently honored with a one- 
man show of his work at M. Knoedler & Co., in New York, 
and represented Ouida Romanoff, student of the Norton Gal- 
lery School and a teacher of art herself. 

Gertrude Schweitzer, an internationally known painter 
who resides and paints in Palm Beach each season was repre- 
sented in an early show at the Worth Avenue Gallery, her 
beautiful oils and watercolors of ethereal and dreamlike 


quality adding distinction to a group that also included Keith 
Ingermann, a locally trained artist now serving with the 
United States Air Force, and in his spare time continuing 
his painting career. 

Also work by a beginning painter, Emily Johnson, (Mrs. 
Oscar W.) was shown at the gallery, the directors consider- 
ing it of such fine quality as to be worthy of an exhibition. 
Largely still life executed in elegant and meticulous techni- 
que, Mrs. Johnson’s painting was enthusiastically received 
and in many instances collectors availed themselves of an 
opportunity to acquire some of the work. 

A year of one-man shows at the gallery, there is cur- 
rent just now a collection by Lee Adams, one of the country’s 
best known, painters of flowers, fruits and birds of the trop- 
ics. Others so honored were Zoe Shippen, well known por- 
traitist of children, in both the medium of oil and pastel; 
another showing work by Paul Maze, distinguished French 
painter sojourning in Palm Beach this season as the guest 
of Col. and Madame Jacques Balsan, and painting Florida 
scenes to be exhibited in London next year. 

Also to be honored in one-man exhibitions this season 
will be Franz Bueb, a versatile artist known both here and 
abroad and Orville Bulman, a self taught painter who con- 
cerns himself with imaginative compositions of Nassau and 
the islands to the south. 

The Bueb and Bulman shows will follow the most im- 
portant collection of the season, and an annual one, compris- 
ing works of notable French painters, both of the Impres- 
sionist pre-Impressionist and post-Impressionist period.

( EEPING THE BOURBONS STRAIGHT is a little difficult, 
AK even for a Bourbon. When 90-year-old Maria-Antonia 
duchesse doyenne of Parme, collected them around 
her recently for her birthday party in the chateau of Colma- 
berg, near Luxembourg, she counted forty-four princes, 
princesses, counts, countesses, archdukes and archduchesses. 
Among them was young Prince Jean of Luxembourg, 
who will bring Princess Charlotte of Belgium to the old 
chateau as his bride this year. 

Most of Maria-Antonia’s big family are Bourbon-Parmes ; 
others carry the titles of Wurtenberg, Luxembourg, Liech- 
tenstein and Bavaria. Isabelle de Bourbon-Parme married a 
French title and is the Comtesse Roger de la Rouchefoucault. 

All Bourbons look quite a bit alike. 

Such a family will make an impressive showing on the 
bridegroom’s side of the church when Prince Jean is married. 
Already the Belgians and the Luxembourgers are outdoing 
each other to honor the engaged couple—slim young Char- 
lotte is adored by her people who see in her the image of 
her mother, their beloved Queen Astrid. 

Paris, as well as London and Edinburgh, took an avid 
interest in the Earl of Dalkeith’s marriage to Jane McNeill 
on January 10. Parisians who had invitations to the cere- 
mony in St. Giles Cathedral in Edinburgh and to the recep- 
tion in the Assembly Rooms felt themselves honored. The 
presence of the British Royal Family, including the bride- 
groom’s socially aloof aunt, the Duchess of Gloucester, bal- 
anced the presence of a thousand Scottish farmers and their 
wives, tenants of the vast Buccleuch estate to which the 
bridegroom, Johnny Dalkeith, is heir. No rice was thrown— 
Queen Mary disapproves of such waste and so do the Scots 
—but 600 bottles of champagne put some bubbles in the 
reception. 

Four little girls—3, 5 and 8, were bridesmaids. Two of 
them, Lady Caroline and Lady Victoria Percy, are children 
of the Duke and Duchess of Northumberland. The pages, 
feeling manly in their kilts, were the bridegroom’s 9-year-old 
cousin, Prince Richard of Gloucester, 3-year-old William 
Legge, (whose mother is the international beauty, Mrs. 
Gerald Legge) and the Earl of Dudley’s 5-year-old grandson, 
David Ward. 

The bride and the best man, playwright John Synge, 
were the only principals without titles. For a time Jane 
McNeill was a mannequin for Norman Hartnell, the Queen’s 
dressmaker, but it was to Hardy Amies that she went for 
her wedding gown, a beautiful creation of white lace traced 
with silver, over many white tulle petticoats. (Needless to 
say, Hartnell is engulfed in coronation robes). 

Princess Margaret’s presence at the wedding seemed 
to prove that Johnny was only a friend, after all. Some 
people thought otherwise—one Englishwoman’s tart com- 
ment when she heard of his engagement to the commonor 
was “So Margaret turned him down!” 

In any case, the newly-weds are at home in Drumlanrig 
in Dumfriesshire, an easy address for Scots to spell. An 
enormous turreted castle, Drumlanrig will belong to Johnny 
when he becomes the ninth Duke of Buccleuch. As his wife, 
Jane McNeil will be entitled to a seat in Westminster Abbey 
royal ceremonies. 

If you’re going to the Coronation, fortified with a proper 
seat, don’t expect too much. Samuel Pepys had a seat in 
Westminster Abbey for the coronation of the Merry Mon- 
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arch, Charles II, in 1661, and that night set down in his 
diary his usual candid remarks: 

“About four I rose and got to the Abbey where I fol- 
lowed Sir J. Denham, the Surveyor, with some company he 
was leading in. And with much ado by the favour of Mr. 
Cooper, his man, did get up into a great scaffold across the 
north end of the Abbey, where with a great deal of patience 
I sat from half past four till 11 before the King came in...” 

After describing the entrance, Pepys added, “and after 
all had placed themselves, there was a sermon and a service, 
and then in the Choir at the high altar the King passed 
through all the ceremonies of the Coronation which to my 
great grief I and most in the Abbey could not see... medals 
were flung up and down by my Lord Cornwallis, in silver, but 
I could not come by any. But so great a noise that I could 
make but little of the music; indeed it was lost to every- 
lOOOKY 6 5 6” 

Almost three hundred years later, Mr. Pepys could have 
stayed home and seen as much of it on TV. 
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Princess Anne de Baviere will have an invitation to the royal nuptials when 
Princess Charlotte of the Belgians becomes the bride of Prince Jean of Luxembourg 
this year. 
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Classic Coronation mishaps, recalled by the Continental 
Daily Mail in its staggering 112 page Coronation Supple- 
ment, just out, include the unfortunate remark of the Earl 
Marshall of Effingham when George III complained about 
the gross mismanagement of his coronation: “It is true, Sir, 
that there has been some neglect, but I have taken care 
that the next Coronation shall be regulated in the best man- 
ner possible.” The King thought this was so funny he made 
the miserable Earl Marshall repeat it several times during 
the coronation banquet. 


The things that can go wrong during so enormous an 
undertaking as a coronation are enough to make an Earl 
Marshall’s hair stand on end. (Heir, too, since the office is 
hereditary)—Already Elizabeth’s Earl Marshall, the Duke 
of Norfolk, is being called ‘No, no, Norfolk” for the number 
of well-meant suggestions he has turned down. 

Among the things on his mind is ascertaining the exact 
number of steps a person would take walking between

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Buckingham Palace and the Abbey and back. An officer 
with a step-counter has already paced the entire course of 
the parade, clicking off the steps. So on Coronation Day 
every man in the cortege will know how many steps he has 
to take. Horse-steps have to be counted too. 

One suggestion the Earl did not turn down was the 
practical offer of the distiller Mr. Frank Gilbey to lend the 
firm’s coach and matched bays to convey Mr. Winston 
Churchill to the Coronation. The Prime Minister is entitled 
to ride to the Abbey in a coach, but like a lot of us, Mr. 
Churchill doesn’t own a coach. It will be no embarrassment 
for him to ride to the Abbey in the equippage otherwise 
reserved for delivering Gilbey’s Gin on special occasions. At 
Mr. Gilbey’s suggestion, other brewers are offering coaches 
to convey premiers of the Commonwealths to the Abbey. 

Personally we want to see good-looking young Captain 
John Lindley Marion Dymoke of Scriversby and the Lincoln- 
shire Regiment, come in carrying the royal standard. As 
the Queen’s Champion he is entitled to ride in full armour 
on a white horse into Westminster Hall during the corona- 
tion banquet, throw down his gauntlet and fight anyone who 
challenges the Queen’s right to reign. That is what his 
ancestors did; one of them rehearsed in advance practiced 
making his horse back out of the hall to the point that on 
Coronation Day the poor horse backed in, presenting him- 
self and rider backwards to the sovereign. Now the ceremony 
is tamed down and young Captain Dymoke will just walk in 
carrying the Union Standard. 

Nothing delights the French more than literary achieve- 
ment; they were enormously pleased when Francois Mauriac, 
interpreter of the Bordeaux region, won the Nobel Prize. 
Mme. Auriol, the president’s wife, and Mr. Pinay, who was 
still in office, were among the ranking French who came 
to a party given in the newspaper office of Le Figaro for its 
Mr. Mauriac. And they were proud to note that when the 
Mauricas went to Stockholm to receive the prize, (and the 
11 million franc check) the King of Sweden offered his 
arm to Mme. Mauriac to go in to dinner and placed her at 
his right and that the Queen placed M. Mauriac at her right. 

Silver-haired Mme. Mauriac, soignee in black net, pearls 
and with a rose at her belt, supported the French tradition 
of chic. 

Marjorie Thornton, of the lovely heart-shaped face, is 
to be a Paris bride on St. Valentine’s Day. She and her 
fiance, Karl D. Ackerman, of the American Embassy staff 
have been one of the handsomest couples around town for 
the past two years. His dark head towers above Marjorie’s 
blonde poodle-cut. Last year on a trip to Brussels he bought 
a big rough diamond, had it cut and polished here and put 
in a setting of his own design. Further design included 
getting Marjorie to accept it, which she did on Thanksgiving 
Day. They chose Feb. 14 for their wedding because it is the 
last Saturday in Lent—the church ceremony takes place in 
St. Joseph’s in the Avenue Foch. The bridal gown, of white 
velvet, is now in the making, also a gown for Gloria Thomp- 
son who will be her sister’s only attendant.

The Barbizon School is to be represented by Corot and 
Millet, ‘Impressionism toward impressionism,” by Manet and 
Degas, with Impressionism itself to be seen reflected in 
canvases by Pissarro, Monet, Morisot, Sisley, Renoir, and 
Mary Cassatt. 

Neo-impressionism will show work by Seurat and Signac 
with Cezanne placed as a Post Impressionist and initiator of 
Cubism. Dr. Poland commenting on this phase of the 
show says: - 

“While Cubism was a comparatively unimportant side- 
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manifestation to begin with, there have been exceptions in 
such artists as Braque, who has been a consistent cubist for 
over fifty-five years. Also Picasso, considered by many as 
the greatest living artist, and Jacques Villon.” 

Under artists reflecting “Individualism,” there is listed 
Modigliani, Henri Matisse, Rouault, Dufy, Picasso, Utrillo 
and Soutine.

WO MEN who love nature have been responsible for 
WEP one of South Florida’s most beautiful country 
‘ estates, and nature in turn has given to them boun- 
tifully of her graceful favors. Captain Frank Doudera, 
formerly of New Hampshire, purchased “Dun Wanderin” 
Ranch five years ago from Mr. Edgar Latham, who developed 
the property and built the house. With his niece, Mrs. 
D. A. Winters, Captain Doudera has consistently held to the 
theme of developing the best in southern country living be- 
gun at the ranch ten years ago by Mr. Latham. 


“Dun Wanderin” consists of a square fifty acres of land 
lying south of Southern Boulevard, the road from Palm Beach 
to Ft. Myers, and about eight miles west of the Palm Beaches. 
In the ten years of its cultivation, this hammock of the Loxa- 
hatchee slough has been turned into a tropical wonderland 
of native and imported landscape material so subtly blended 
that even plants brought half way around the world seem 
perfectly at home alongside cabbage palms and Spanish moss. 


Mr. Latham, with many years experience in construc- 
tion, built the modern ranch house. In this house informal 
country living reaches a perfection difficult to surpass, even 


though the passing years since it was built have brought 
many architectural advances, and rendered obsolete less in- 
telligently planned homes. Here nature conspired with man 
in the creation of unusual beauty, with outdoor vistas made 
an integral part of the whole, and colorful naturalistic sur- 
roundings separated from the occupant of any room only by 
walls of glass. 

Built of native cypress, with varnished outside and 
pickled interior walls, the house seems only an incidental 
shelter. The aura is more like that of the patterned shrubs 
around it—something created by nature in a happy mood. 
The varnished Giant Bamboo forming an eight-foot wall of 
the patio might have grown there, as did the palms and 
shrubs it encloses. 

Living room and dining room have three walls of floor 
to ceiling glass, and it is there the occupants can sit in com- 
fort in any weather while watching coveys of quail vie with 
other native birds and feathered winter visitors for feed 
scattered on the lawn. There, too, the gorgeous peacocks 
conduct a constant show of astonishing vanity while parad- 
ing across the lawn and playing hide and seek among the 


trees.

Plantings of orange and mango trees pre-date even Mr. 
Latham’s development, and are now mature trees bearing 
heavily. Limes, grapefruit, guavas, avocados and tiny Jap- 
anese Plums have been added, to the delight of the large 
fruit-loving bird population, which has no respect for papers 
of legal ownership. 

In addition to the more standard fruits one or more of 
nearly every kind of sub-tropical and tropical shrub and tree 
around the globe have been added by the two owners. In 
the patio coffee bushes from Santa Domingo have been bear- 
ing edible coffee beans for some time, and in front of the 
house a clove bush from India gives off the heavenly spice of 
fresh cloves when one of its crisp leaves is broken. 

Soon after buying the property Captain Doudera took 
advantage of the ideal terrain, varied high and low ground, 
to install a few head of registered Brahman cattle. Addi- 
tional purchases and natural increase have given him a pres- 
ent herd of sixty-three. Forty-one of the cattle are regis- 
tered Brahmans, several of the famed ‘‘Beefmaster” type, 
and the others of experimental breeds. 

Most outstanding among the Brahman is the enormous 
“Manso,” First Grand Champion, who has swept blue rib- 
bons before him like confetti. In addition to “Manso,” Cap- 
tain Doudera is training several others of the same breed for 
coming shows. Although wild and fractious by nature, the 
Brahman in the training pens are so gentle that Mrs. Winters 
moves among them freely, feeding them oranges from her 
hands as they rub their glossy heads against her arms and 
beg prettily for more. 

Although the larger part of the acreage is used by Cap- 
tain Doudera for cattle and fruit growing, an important as 
well as fascinating sideline is the slathouse where Captain 


Doudera and Mrs. Winters grow young plants from seeds and 
cuttings. From the experimental work of enthusiastic ama- 
teur gardeners like these, as much as through the efforts of 
professional growers, South Florida is blessed with such a 
wealth of new landscape material. 

Nature seldom shows more brilliantly what she will do 
for those who love her than on the Doudera estate, but sel- 
dom has she had more intelligent cooperation than in this 
fifty acres that only a decade ago was tangled jungle growth.

Entertained by pure strain Hawaiians in a home where 
the women still wear a glorified version of a kind of loose 
full gown known as a ‘‘Mother Hubbard,” introduced years 
ago by missionaries who hoped it would replace the natives’ 
grass skirts, the Ives were honored at what in English is 
called a “pig ceremony,”...in Hawaiian, “luoua.”’ 


The final result amounting to something like suckling 
pigs roasted whole and served at English and American 
banquets of lusty character, the Hawaiians make a ceremony 
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of preparing the food. Hot stones placed in a hole in the 
earth are covered with tea leaves, the pig placed on them 
and then more tea leaves to cover him are added, the piece de 
resistance of the banquet then covered with gunny sacks 
and allowed to roast until tender, brown and juicy. 

Hand-made coconut dishes are used for the feast, and 
special entertainment presents the much-maligned Hula 
dancers. The body movements are subordinate to the hands, 
say the Kenneth Ives, “and the dance one of the most grace- 
ful and inspiring you could ever hope to see.” 

Here in the United States where the connotation of 


Hula dancers is “lascivious,” as even Webster says, in 
Hawaii it is quite the opposite, with each movement of the 
hands and swaying of the torso having a ritualistic meaning. 

An American woman whom the Hawaiians call ““Mama 
Berger,” an old lady now in her late seventies, is responsible 
for preserving the dance, and encouraging the natives to 
continue it even in the face of opposition from the Sadie- 
Thompson-saving missionaries. 

Stopping at Manila where the bay is filled with sunken 
Japanese ships, and even the old flagship of the Spanish 
Armada, ‘The Viscaya,” sunk by Admiral Dewey, the Ives 
were entertained by the Mayor of the city. Guerrilla fight- 
ing in the mountains where the natives were armed by the 
Communists in hopes of staging a revolution against the 
Philippine government was not conducive to travel north- 
ward. But the city of Manila itself the Palm Beach travelers 
found “even more magnificent than the travel folders des- 
cribed. 

“Tt is no exaggeration to say the harbor of Hong Kong 
is the most beautiful in the world,” said Mr. Ives, “and prob- 
ably the busiest.” 

“And surely as far as women are concerned the most 
fascinating markets are in the city,’ Mrs. Ives added show- 
ing a 13th century lacquer tray purchased there during her 
trip at probably 85 percent less than it would be in the Unit- 
ed States. Priceless jade, hand-woven and embroidered linen 
—a, banquet cloth retailing here for $700 could be purchased 
in Hong Kong markets for $48, lined the markets where busi- 
ness was bustling from early dawn to late evening. 

Interested to discover in each place they visited some- 
thing of the back country way of life, the Ives traveled in- 
side the mainland of China some eighteen miles where the 
British “holding Hong Kong as a protectorate, with troops 
in abundance everywhere,” said Mr. Ives, the travelers motor- 
ed to the border ... another iron curtain, and witnessed en 
route 20,000 refugees fleeing from Red China. 

“We weren’t in the least afraid,’ Mrs. Ives said, “but 
we did feel comfortable when three British tanks on maneuv- 
ers in the area came along and escorted us to the line... 
just a row of native huts with everything apparently quiet 
beyond.” 

Traveling with Mr. Arthur William Hummel, author and 
lecturer on Chinese and Oriental history, and affiliated with 
the Library of Congress the Ives learned as they approached 
Japan that “we have the largest collection of rare books on 
China and Japan in existence” at the Capital’s library, and 
what’s more “our agriculturists are advocating, and the 
American farmer using methods evolved by the Chinese and 
Japanese 3,000 years ago.” 

But as we borrow from the Orient, they in turn borrow 
from us, for aboard ship, bound for India at the invitation 
of Nehru, was Margaret Sanger on a mission to deal with 
“planned parenthood,”’—the Asiatic countries. eager to curb 
their population she explained to the Palm Beach travelers— 
since “they realize it is either “birth control or starvation 
for them.” 

Entering Tokyo bay, after the submarine nets were lifted 
_.. Mr. Ives explained that the Japanese have created “a 
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network of nets to keep out the Communist submarines,” 
travel north, south, and across the island revealed living con- 
ditions that ‘match ours in respect to transportation ... the 
Japanese electric trains travel at a speed equal to our sub- 
way trains... in tourist accommodations, the Imperial Hotel 
built by Frank Lloyd Wright offering the most impeccable 
service. While again, as in other countries visited, the rural 
districts carried on much in the manner of 2,000 years ago. 

Sampan villages exist where many of the population live 
and die aboard their tiny boats, and even today, after the 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur administration (all Japan approved 
of him as far as the Ives could find out) the back country 
people guard their male children from glances of the white 
man. 

“They will let you take pictures of the girls and the 
women, even some of the grown men don’t mind,” said Mrs. 
Ives. “But when it comes to small boys, they quickly turn 
them so you see only their backs for they believe that a curse 
on the child accompanies the gaze of a stranger.” 

Visiting many of the islands great cities among them 
Osaka, Nagoya and Kyoto, its temples and pagodas, and 
sacred parks, it was in overnight train travel across the 
island to Yokohama that Mr. Ives began to wonder if all the 
propaganda about man being the supreme creature of the 
Orient really held water. 

“The women were all placed in separate pullman cars 
of considerable luxury,” he recalls,” and in lower berths, 
while the men travelers slept in a rather delapidated car... 
and in upper berths.” 

But in Yokohama things were different. Here Mr. and 
Mrs. Ives attended a banquet complete with singing, or 
Geisha girls, and when it came to dessert which happened 
to be oranges, the women were left to shift for themselves 
while the beautiful Japanese maidens carefully peeled those 
served to the gentlemen. 

Trained from early childhood, little Japanese girls are 
sent to the Geisha society at the age of six to begin learning 
the art of song, dance and conversation. Entertainers who 
are as highly respected, as much as our own theatrical stars, 
when they have qualified for presentation in polite society, 
graduation exercises are held in a typical Japanese theatre 
with a stage at left, and right. 

“We were fortunate enough to be invited to such a festi- 
val,” said Mrs. Ives, recalling that “it lasted for hours until 
I grew weary and wandered out and.into a flower show the 
like of which I’ve never seen. Just loads and loads of ex- 
tremely large and unbelievably small chrysanthemums all 
arranged in sculptured scenes. For example the Japanese 
have so many legends about the dragon. In carrying out a 
picture of flowers, you’d see a man, fashioned of mums, stab- 
bing a dragon, also fashioned of flowers. To get a realistic 
touch, the wound of the animal was fashioned with blood- 
red flowers so minute as to draw the viewer close for in- 
spection.” 

Japanese art as with all things Japanese excepting clean- 
liness, may be traced to China through Korea. Even after 
Japan was well on her independent career, careful study and 
imitation of Chinese art still continued, and Chinese master- 
pieces still are regarded with the greatest admiration by Jap- 
anese connoisseurs of art. 

And even in the classical schools of Japan, Chinese sub- 
jects are preponderant with about one in twenty of the classi- 
cal Japanese painters inspired by the works of nature in their 
own country. Indian, Persian and Greek strains may be 
observed and are often erroneously attributed to the Japanese 
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whereas actually their origin was with the Korean or Chinese 
artists or their immediate pupils. 

Cleanliness is one of the few original items in Japan, 
and the bath tub listed among the few institutions in the 
country that did not have its origin in China. The Japanese 
are a bath-taking nation, the city of Tokyo alone providing 
close to 2,000 public baths and bathing is still a part of Shinto 
ritual purification ceremonies. 

Convinced on their return home that ‘if not one world, 
certainly we now have one hemisphere so far as business is 
concerned,” Mr. and Mrs. Ives said passengers aboard their 
ship “were for the most part business and professional rep- 
resentatives, of all nationalities and from everywhere.” 

“Perhaps more people just traveling for the fun of it 
might have been aboard,” Mr. Ives said, “if it weren’t for our 
governmental representatives taking over the luxury suites, 
especially when just one official occupied an accommodation 
large enough for five people.” 

“But perhaps there’ll be a change now,” he concluded, 
‘and maybe when we take our next trip instead of the pas- 
senger list being cut to 265 when it could carry 325, and all 
because American government officials have to have the best, 
and lots of it, it will be up to capacity as we hope our new 
administration will be.’

MA LECTURE SERIES in Palm Beach which brings notable 
speakers in a variety of subjects to the resort each 
season doesn’t just end with the audiences who meet 
weekly during the winter season at the Everglades Club, 
but as well, proceeds from the lectures provide an oppor- 
tunity for alert young citizens within the orbit of peace- 
seeking countries to gather annually and exchange ideas, 
formulate plans for a day when they will perhaps have a 
say in how affairs of state should be run, and learn from 
one another the art of “live and let live,” according to 
the customs and manners of their respective lands. 


The latter is perhaps one of the most important aspects 
of the Institute of World Affairs at Twin Lakes, Salisbury, 
Conn., where each summer Mrs. Alexander M. Hadden, 
Round Table President and head of the youth institute, 
gathers together college students from many lands to confer 
with leading educators, also from countries outside the 
United States, as well as in it; and to exchange ideas with 
American young men and women, always on a liberal basis 
that entails nothing of a desire to make individuals over 
or evolve a set pattern for one and all to fit into. 

The Institute here in America grew out of another begun 
just after the first World War when Mrs. Hadden and the 
late Alexander M. Hadden visited Geneva, Switzerland, and 
as was their custom, both having been college professors, 
contacted groups of young people they had known previously. 


They found the students contemplating a peace seminar, 
and upon being asked to assist in its formation the Haddens 
cancelled a planned trip around the world and stayed in 
Geneva, where the original institute, called the Student’s 
International Union, was founded. 

With the arrival of War II, sessions had to be cancelled 
and Twin Lakes, at the foot of the Berkshires in Connecticut, 
was chosen as a center to carry on the work. 

Here each summer students recommended by their re- 
spective colleges meet for six weeks at the well-ordered camp. 
In addition to daily conference sessions, they are afforded 
social and educational activities. Movies take place weekly

in the recreation hall, and the rural area affords hiking, 
swimming and picnicking within range of the institute. 

Last summer 43 students from 20 different countries 
attended the seminar, a number of them afforded the oppor- 
tunity through scholarships made possible by the Palm Beach 
Round Table lecture series.

This season’s lecture series continues on February 2 with 
the wife of the Pakistan Ambassador to Canada, Begum S. 
Ikramullah, whose subject is to be “Pakistan and the Western 
Democracies”; February 9 will present the Hon. Maurice 
Schumann in a talk to be entitled ““What’s Ahead in Europe.” 
He is the French foreign minister without portfolio, a leader 
of the resistance movement during War II, and with Bidault 
and others a founder of the popular Republican movement 
in France. 

Returning again this season on February 16 will be the 
Hon. Styles Bridges to talk on “The Future We Face.” The 
Governor of New Hampshire, as he is known, and President 
of the Senate, he is a favorite speaker among those who 
approve of his fight for economy and common sense in fed- 
eral spending. 

In a deviation from a single speaker and a departure 
from subjects dealing with the affairs of state, a husband 
and wife singing team, Helen Roberts and Richard Walker, 
members of the original D’Oyly Carte Opera Company of 
London, will appear in a program on February 23.

movement that had its beginning with the Abbey 
Theatre, is represented here by a highly respected 
group who call themselves the Norton Gallery Players. 

Celebrating their twelfth anniversary this year in pre- 
senting a versatile and diversified program of productions 
in both a winter and summer run at the Norton Gallery of 
Art, those who have watched the group grow in ability, and 
in gaining the admiration of the community, leaders of “little 
theatre,” as well as foremost personalities of stage and screen 
have come to realize fully that there are no problems which 
the group cannot surmount with satisfactory solutions for 
“the energy of such a unit is inexhaustible,” says H. H. Rid- 
dleberger who has been director of the Players since 1947. 

Asked to comment on the position and growth of the 
drama group, the director said: 

“Tn all fields of creative work there is keen competition 
between the professional and the amateur, but in the field 
of drama it often takes the form of a feud. Why this should 
be no one seems to know. Perhaps the cause lies in the 
economic disadvantage of the average professional actor. 

“The answer when the kaliedoscopic history of Ameri- 
can theatre is studied, proves complex. Prejudice and tradi- 
tion are part of it, a logical reaction toward the criminally 
insane performances of the so-called ‘torchbearer’ era of 
amateur theatrics is part of it too. But one of these stands 
out definitely enough to be noticed: 

“And that is that amateur theatre, given a fair share 
of the skill and a sense of proportion, often turns out per- 
formances which satisfy the needs of a community better 
than can a professional company. 

“This is not to imply that the productions themselves 
are better for obviously the training and the time which a 
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“Caesar and Cleopatra,’’ stars—James Cochrane and Jay Fitts. 


professional brings to the business of creative theatre more 
often than not results in performances which no part-time 
trouper could achieve. 

“But since the beginning of time when theatre was a 
tribal dance ceremony that told in pantomime legends and 
stories to a community assembled in a fire-lit circle, the 
successful theatre has been that which adapted itself to 
the needs of the audience, and which as nearly as possible 
reflected the audience, either as the audience is, or as it 
wishes itself to be. 

One of the most successful in carrying out Mr. Riddle- 
berger’s well defined ideas is his Norton Gallery Players 
which twelve years ago was little more than a handful of 
theatre-interested people, without funds, and without even 
a theatre to stage their first hesitant production. 

In the same year the Norton Gallery and School cf Art 
offered the Players use of their lecture auditorium, Pioneer 
Hall. This was all very well and through the years the 
Players have never ceased to be grateful to Mr. Ralph H. 
Norton, donor of the gallery, and the one who has made 
possible a large and well equipped workshop allowing for 
movable wagon stages, and sufficient space for the group 
to hold rehearsals away from the theatre proper. 

But in the first four years of pioneering, the organi- 
zations’ plans were not just restricted by lack of space and 
equipment but also because of a derth of men who called up 
to service in World War II could not be counted on to take 
parts. 

When the year ended the Players were ready to con- 
struct a framework of a much larger organization, their five 
previous seasons having produced a slow-growing but recep- 
tive audience. 

Growth since that time has been remarkably swift. 
Sixty productions have been successfully staged by the Play-

ers to date, each year seeing the dramatic program extended 
in stature of vehicles and number of plays produced. 

Now in rehearsal, with opening night set Feb. 11, 
“Fancy Meeting You Here,’ a George S. Kauffman and 
Leullen MacGrath play marks the Players’ fifth production 
of the last twelve months. Summer fare during July and 
August, 1952 was slanted toward light weight comedy with 
the outstanding production of the entire year, G. B. Shaw’s 
“Caesar and Cleopatra,” presented and enthusiastically re- 
ceived in the late fall. 

Titles of other productions to be staged have not been 
announced but they will probably include two comedies, one 
drama and provide a suitable script in the winner of the 
Players second annual playwright’s competition. 

Some 13,000 of the Player’s neighbors and visitors will 
attend plays in Pioneer Hall before the end of May, 1953 
although the actual subscription list numbers but 1300, the 
group feeling that a lively audience requires a certain per- 
centage of new blood, but that the subscription list should 
be kept well below the capacity of the theatre. 

“This attitude,’ says Mr. Riddleberger, “illustrates an 
interesting approach to the problem of maintaining a com- 
munity theatre year after year at high levels of performance, 
for it applies not only to the audience but to the back stage 
and acting personnel as well. With the exception of the paid 
staff members numbering three, all the work done by the 
group is performed by volunteers. Although some few have 
had experience in various phases of theatre, the majority 
are totally inexperienced, bringing with them as their sole 
prerequisite for membership only that quality of interest 
and enthusiasm which is perhaps uniquely characteristic of 
a successful community undertaking. Since all the work to 
be performed must be done in the Players’ spare time (away 
from the duties in offices, in construction work, as house- 
wives and mothers, ‘as students and so on) a considerable 
turnover of personnel is expected and, even more than ex- 
pected, hoped for. For here again it has been proven that 
the very process which prevents the group from training a 
selected nucleus of actors and technicians to a high level of 
performance standards enables the group to continually 
absorb new impetus and new ideas from the comparative 
strangers who are continually appearing to take the places 
of those who have moved along. In the very parallel of 
attitudes toward the avoidance of routine in the makeup of: 
both audience and backstagers is another example of the 
concept of audience and player communion that is the whole 
raisondetre of community theatre.” 

A board of directors headed this year by Miss Ann 


Wharton establishes an over-all policy of operation for the 
Players, and an executive committee comprising heads of 
standing committees administers the details of production 
schedules. Assisting Mr. Riddleberger are E. Stephen Barker, 
technical director and Miss Emily Ferguson, executive 
secretary. 

In addition to the summer series of plays and the winter 
schedule, the group currently sponsors an Actors’ Workshop 
and a Seminar Program both conducted by the Director. 
No dues are charged members but the democratic spirit of 
the organization is established by a system of so called 
“Work Dues.” In order to vote and to be listed as a member, 
Players must put in sixty hours of work during a fiscal 
year on any of the phases of production which interests 
them. These include acting, stage managing, stage crew, 
electrical crew, technical work on the construction of set- 
tings and general improvements to the Players plant. Mem- 
bership may be maintained from year to year by a contribu- 
tion of a minimum of 20 hours work although from 150 
to 200 hours are usually the average players total for the 
year. 

The very spirit of the project, warmly supported by the 
community and substantially aided in a complete housing 
unit complete with box office and an office for the director 
as well as an adequate stage and workshop creates a desire 
in all members to work toward a goal of continuous per- 
formances all to be of such superior quality as have estab- 
lished the Norton Gallery Players as the largest and most 
successful community drama group in Florida, and equal to 
similar “little theatre’ troupers anywhere.

‘starring Burgess Meredith, noted star of the stage 
and screen. He starred in a play here last year and was 
acclaimed in New York recently for his outstanding acting 
in the Jan de Hartog comedy, “The Four Poster,” produced 
by Jose Ferrer, which is still playing to packed houses on 
Broadway. 

Opening night will be heralded by a “Showboat Jam- 
boree,” starting at seven o’clock in the evening and continu- 
ing until curtain time, with the “Silver Whistle” plying 
across Lake Worth, between Palm Beach and West Palm 
Beach.

For years the late Ernest G. Howes, a prominent Palm 
Beacher, had dreamed of a suitable place ‘‘to bring Broadway 
to Palm Beach,” but somehow it never materialized. Last 
year his daughter Mary, who has been associated with the 
stage, screen and radio, came to the resort, determined to 
carry out his dream. She succeeded... with the assistance 
of Messmore Kendall and Jeremiah D. Maguire. 

The 1953 season promises to be most exciting, accord- 
ing to Paul Crabtree, managing-director this season. He 
was director of the Playhouse last year and at present, in 
partnership with Frank Hale, has a play on Broadway, 
“Mid-Summer.” Crabtree is an excellent actor as well as 
an outstanding director, having appeared in “Oklahoma,” 
“Kiss and Tell,” “Lo and Behold” and Eugene O’Neill’s “The 
Iceman Cometh,” for which he won awards. He has been 
directing plays for the Theatre Guild for a number of years 

. also taken part in several dozen Theatre Guild of the Air 
programs.

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Bird Holly Leads to a Farm 


VERYBODY is getting to know everyone of several hun- 
> dred birds down in Hypoluxo at the newly opened 
zoological - with - accent - on - ornithology attraction, 
Bianca’s bird farm on Route One two blocks beyond the 


post office. 
A congregation of rare birds, monkeys, an ape from 


Singapore and a flock of ducklings whose mama is helped in 
her care of them by a suspicious gander, is a united nations 
assembly of the animal kingdom that represents the life-time 
dream of zoology major Bianca Heald from Northwestern 
University. 

Tossing aside a musical career in Chicago, Ill., a few 
years ago, Miss Heald moved to Florida with her mother and 
twenty-four dogs (French Poodles and Doberman Pinschers). 
But not just to raise the big German beauties, and petite 
French miniatures. In the back of her mind she also had the 
idea of a bird farm and promptly started off to find a 


suitable site. 
Last spring specifications for her aviary began to take 


shape so that by fall a ranch-type building trailed along one 
side of the farm with a main entrance fashioned like a gigan- 
tic bird cage. Next came two huge blue plastic macaws to 
decorate the side of the road and attract passers-by to the 
already well-stocked bird farm. 

Several hundred rare specimens ... rare in origin and 
rare in antics, are now housed at Bianca’s ranging in scope 
and stature from diminutive Australian finches to enormous 
emus from Australia (next to the the ostrich, the largest 
birds in existence). 

Starting the bird farm as an excuse to spend the greater 
part of her time with the world of zoology, Miss Heald also 
has serious intentions. ‘‘We plan to prove our stock, start- 
ing with the parakeets,” she informs, “so that eventually we 
will be able to count the color of our birds before they are 
hatched.” 

Proving stock deals with breeding to the most recessive 
color which is white. In this way a breeder of birds may 


determine the dominant color element in his birds. A yellow 
parakeet bred to an all-white may produce blue parakeets; 


a blue one may have green off-spring. In thus employing 
selective breeding the color each bird “carries,” aids 
the breeder to give the customer what he wants in a 
feathered pet. 

“We will continue the same experiment with all our birds 


and hope for something very special to turn up that may 
prove valuable to that branch of science dealing with bird 
life,” said the Bianca bird farm head. 

Having as much fun, day in and out, as the most en- 
thusiastic visitor to her bird and animal acreage, Miss Heald 
has already given names to her pets, and encourages the 
familiarity twixt man and beast that defies the traditional 
“contempt,” instead bringing trust and devotion. Thus for 
a small fee, by no means designed to defray expenses, “but 
rather to keep us from looking like plutocrats,” says Miss 
Heald, the visitor to Bianca’s will see “Eva,” the “Queen of 
Bavaria,” believed to be the only golden conure in Florida. 


Brought from the remote regions of the Amazon, Eva’s 
feathered frame is worth fifteen hundred dollars. She’s a 
cousin of the parrot clan. 


Outstanding among the also rare hyacinth macaws, 
stemming from Eva’s neck of the woods are “Dolly” and 
“Bobby,” the latter practically an overseer who trudges daily, 


and for many hours, after the attendants as they make rounds 
to care for the birds. ‘Ozzie,’ the toucan is an ornithological 


oddity from South America; “‘Lorita,’”’ a Mexican senorita of 
parrot extraction. From New Guinea there’s a _brush- 


tongued lory with fine feathers and an appetite for hibiscus 
flowers. ““Major” one of a fine collection of cockatoos, largest 


of the parrot species, outdoes all others at Bianca’s in running 
the gamut of facial expressions. 

The aviary, so constructed that the birds may roam at 
will, perch as they choose in the “parrot village’? complete 
with miniature gas station, fire house, grocery store, church 
and town hall, when the days’ activities come to an end 
they’re rounded up and put to bed in the big bird house.

World’s Fastest, Most Dangerous Game 


However, they do agree on one point—that the ancient 

Basque Sport of Jai-Alai is the fastest of them all. 
The reasons for this unanimous opinion are quite simple 
as you will see when you visit the gigantic Biscayne Jai-Alai 
Fronton in Miami. Here are some speed facts: (1) The ball 
travels often in excess of 150 miles per hour, this is almost 
twice as fast as any big league baseball pitcher unwinding 
his steam ball; (2) the ball traveling at this amazing speed 
is a deadly missile and players would be much safer if they 
wore headgear. This is not the case because the player must 
move so rapidly that any extra weight would slow him 
down, and (3) there are 387,200 cubic feet of playing area 
to be covered by the pelotari or Jai-Alai player. 

The Biscayne Jai-Alai Fronton was constructed in the 
northwest section of Miami in 1926. The cost was over one 
million two hundred thousand dollars and could not be dupli- 
cated today for much more than this. It is six stories high 
and 200 feet square. The seating capacity is 3,700, often the 
attendance figure runs higher than 5,000, with every inch 
of standing room being taken up by adherents to this fas- 
cinating Spanish ball game. Loge and orchestra seats are 
the finest available, permitting the patrons to slide forward 
and lounge at ease while enjoying the game. The building is 
entirely enclosed and heated for chilly nights. On warm 
nights the air cooling system eases the temperature of the 
pari-mutuel fan who is trying to bring in a quiniela bet. 
The reserved and balcony seats are standard theatre chairs. 
All seats in the building are reserved and the price range is 
from $1.50 to 35 cents. This 35-cent seat is without a doubt 
the best entertainment value in the world today. 

Jai-alai is one of the easiest of ball games to under- 


§ PORT EXPERTS and critics argue pro and con on sports. 
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stand. The average person can assimilate the rules and regu- 
lations after watching the game for a few minutes; however, 
to fully comprehend the skill and tactics of the players, more 
time is needed. In fact, the more jai-alai you see the more 
you appreciate the finer points and learn to anticipate the 
results of court strategy employed by the players. 

Let’s use our imagination now and take a seat in the 
Jai-Alai Fronton. You will notice a long wall directly in 
front of you. This wall is 176 feet long. The back wall is 
on your left and the front wall is to your right. The 176 
feet is the length of the court, its width is 55 feet and the 
height is 40 feet. There is a screen protecting the audience 
from the balls. The long wall has numbers painted on its 
sides. They range from 1 to 15. There are only three num- 
bers that will concern you. The others are for the player’s 
reference. He can tell at a glance exactly where he is by 
them and then figure out where to place his shot. Thre 
numbers of importance are line 11, the service point; 
line 7, the up court boundary of the service area, and line 4, 
the down court boundary of the service area. The front wall 
is constructed of 12 inch thick granite blocks. Concrete will 
not withstand the constant bombardment of the ball. The 
side wall and back walls are made of gunite, a pressure 
applied cement. The floor is of concrete and must be com- 
pletely smooth and without seams as any error in the floor 
could deflect the angle of the ball and kill a player. The 
last few feet of the floor area away from the long wall and 
toward the audience is wood. This is a foul area. Four 
judges are seated in this part of the court to determine all 
fouls. They carry a racket in their hands for their own 
protection. 

Now let’s sit back as the music starts to play and the

chief judge, followed by the assistant judges and the players 
competing in the game march down the court. They stop 
halfway and salute the audience. The vast audience cheers 
and the public address announcer says, “First game, a sin- 
gles match to five points, wearing the red shirt designating 
post one Orbea serving to Quintana, in the blue shirt of 
post two.” There are six players competing in this game and 
the remaining four post positions line up on a bench by the 
back wall in the order of their post numbers. The announcer 
exclaims, ‘“‘The game is on!” Orbea serves the ball from 
line 11 and it lands good between lines 4 and 1 after, of 
course, striking the front wall first. Quintana, a handsome 
Basque, is waiting for the ball, catches and throws it in a 
graceful sweeping motion of the cesta or basket strapped to 
his right arm. It is a powerful shot and travels to the front 
wall like a bullet, it bounces off the front wall all the way 
to the rear wall or rebote wall without hitting the floor. 
Orbea the server is in position waiting near the back wall 
and scoops the pelota or ball off the back wall and sends it 
forward all in one motion. In order to complete this shot he 
must hurl himself to the concrete floor with a crashing thud. 
You think that he must be hurt, but he is an athlete in 
perfect physical shape and knows how to fall with a minimum 
of pain. He scrambles to his feet and races down the court 
because by this time his opponent was waiting near the 
front wall for that tough return and has thrown a carom 
shot. The ball hit the side wall, the front wall and then the 
concrete floor near the wood floor and then traveled into the 
screen at breakneck speed. Quintana could not get to the 
screen in time. Therefore, Orbea made the point and is 
ready to serve to the player wearing the white shirt of Post 3. 
Quintana, post 2, goes to the end of the players bench to 
await his next turn on the court. The players keep coming 
up in this rotating order until someone has won the stipu- 
lated 5 points to win the game. The next high man receives 
second or place position and the third highest score comes 
in third or show position. Often there is a tie and a play-off 
is necessary to decide place and show positions. 


Jai-alai is under the auspices of the Florida State Rac- 
ing Commission. Wagering of jai-alai follows the same pat- 
tern employed at horse tracks with the added thrill of the 
popular quiniela. Jai-alai programs normally feature nine 
distinct and separate games; each game being comparable to 
a horse race in that pay-offs provide for win, place and 
show. The players or teams are designated by post positions. 
Games are divided into singles and doubles. In singles 
matches, each individual player is a betting unit, while in 
doubles matches each team of two players comprises a betting 
unit. Straight (win), place (second) and show (third) 
tickets either in $2.00 or $5.00 denominations may be pur-

chased at windows respectively marked. As at horse tracks, 
daily double tickets also are sold. At jai-alai the winning 
players in the third and four games comprise the daily 
double. The quiniela bet is easy to make. Just pick two post 
positions. If your selections finish first and second or second 
and first, you have the winning quiniela ticket. The quiniela 
pool is calculated separately and the pay-offs are usually 
large. Sometimes as high as $200.00 for a $2.00 ticket. Com- 
bination tickets are sold in each game, equal to $2.00 straight, 
$2.00 place and $2.00 show wagers. 


The typical jai-alai fan will not bet on any other thing. 
He feels that he understands the game of jai-alai and that 
he can anticipate when a player will be in a winning streak. 
Statistical evidence shows that this theory is probably true, 
aS many steady customers make a living by betting jai-alai. 
At least one fact is unquestionably true. In no other pari- 
mutuel sport can you get as much real thrill and as long a 
run for your money. The average length of a game is 
20 minutes. 

The ball is about three-quarters the size of a baseball 
and as live and harder than a golf ball. The core is wound 
by hand from virgin para rubber with a light covering of 
linen and then covered by goat skin. They cost approximately 
$25.00 apiece. The Fronton maintains a complete work shop 
to repair damaged balls. 

The cesta worn by jai-alai players is a curved wicker 
basket strapped to their right wrist. The frame is of thin 
Spanish chestnut over which an imported reed is woven. 
The cestas are varied in depth of curve size, width of opening, 
etc., according to the individual preference of the players. 
The player inserts his hand in the glove-like compartment at 
the rear of the cesta and then winds a long tape around the 
projecting ends and his wrist to fasten same. 

The actual origin of when jai-alai started is lost in 
history. However, it is believed to be the father of baseball, 
tennis, handball and lacrosse. Jai-alai is the oldest modern 
sport. Miami is the only place where the game can be seen 
in the United States. 

To be a good jai-alai player, you must have started the 
game by the time you were ten. Then you must stay in 
constant training and play at least three times a week. 
Jai-alai is a career in itself. 


The game is unquestionably honest, as all players pay a 
percentage of their salaries into an association. These monies 
are invested and paid back to the players after they retire. 
If they are ever accused, not necessarily convicted, of playing 
an inferior brand of jai-alai they are automatically suspended 
for life from any fronton in the world, and lose their pension 
rights. Each fronton has its representative of the association 
and his word is law.

The Sport of Queen 


LTHOUGH THE SPORT of racing greyhounds is one of 
W the oldest of all sports having been known before 
the days of Cleopatra, it is comparatively new in 

the United States. 

The position of being the kennel master was an Impor- 
tant one in Cleopatra’s days and the queen of the Nile is 
reported to have had a kennel of racing greyhounds equalled 
by none. 

From Persia and Egypt the sport spread to Italy, Ger- 
many and Russia and then crossed to England and Ireland, 
where today crowds of 100,000 at one night’s program of 
racing are not unusual. 

The sport came to the United States from England but 
apparently skipped the eastern and mid-west for many years. 
It was not until 1918 in Emeryville, California, that grey- 
hound racing took place on an oval track and the dogs 
chased a mechanical rabbit. Prior to that, coursing events 
had been held in the fields of Kansas, Oklahoma and western 
states but it remained for a San Franciscoan to put the 
greyhounds on an oval track. He invented a 1600 pound 
truck from which a long arm extended. This arm carried a 
stuffed Texas jack rabbit. The truck ran on rails almost the 
size of railroad tracks. 

_ The first test was such a success that the new sport 
spread eastward with great rapidity. It was tried in St. 
Louis, Mo., and in 1923 made its appearance in Miami or 
rather at Hialeah. ; 

There its popularity lagged for a year or so for the 
wagering end of it had not been legalized. However, when 
legalization came, it became America’s fastest growing sport. 
Within an incredibly short time four tracks were built in 
Miami. 

Biscayne was the first and it was followed by the West 
Flagler track. Then came the Miami Beach oval and finally 
Hollywood. Today there are thirteen beautiful tracks in the 
state.

Greyhounds are brought to the track each night three 
hours before they are scheduled to race. They are weighed 
and placed in individual kennels, which are always in full 
view of the public. When the time arrives for them to go on 
the track, they are taken from the kennel and again weighed. 
If they weigh one and one-half pounds more or less they are 
immediately scratched from the race. Since a greyhound will 
digest his food within two hours, if he weighs less than when 
he is placed in the kennels, it would show that he had been 
fed before being placed in the kennel. 


Once the greyhound is placed in the starting box, he is 
on his own with no human hands to guide him. It is the 
natural instinct for a greyhound to chase a rabbit with the 
result that the fans see a true run race. 


There are ten races staged nightly except Sunday and 
eight greyhounds in each race. The starting box at the Palm 
Beach track is the only one of its kind in America. The 
rabbit opens the gate at the same distance from the box 


every race. This is done with an electric trip on the rabbit 
rail. 


The entire establishment is brilliantly lighted. Around 


the racing strip there are 85 1000-watt electric lights. This 
gives every one a clear view of the greyhounds at all times. 


At the local track there is a large lake in the infield 
and across the lake there is a gigantic electric odds board, 
which shows the approximate odds the dogs will pay and 
then the results after the race is run. Payment is made on 
the dog which wins, the second dog and the third dog. The

vision and made many other improvements. Both the club- 
house and the mezzanine are glass enclosed and the entire 
enclosure is heated on cool evenings.

violet rays of the tropical sun, found little of it as the 
season started rolling in Palm Beach. 

Though the Chamber of Commerce might object, it is 
true, never-the-less, rain and weather on the coolish side 
not only failed to provide suntanning ultra violet rays but 
also hindered golf and tennis enthusiasts.

Tombstones and other minor competitions were numer- 
ous, but the major attraction was the 47th annual Lake 
Worth Golf Championship played over the Palm Beach Golf 
Club course. 

This attracted a field of 54 top-flight golfers from all 
parts of the East and Midwest, but the local king of the 
links, fire fighting Captain W. A. Pagan, made them all 
look like beginners. 

The local lad not only won the medalist honors but he 


swept through the field like a prairie fire and captured his 
third Lake Worth title in the most astounding manner. 


After routing A. Ruffin, North Carolina amateur cham- 
pion, in the semi-finals, 3 to 2, Pagan defeated George Guy, 
of Virginia Beach, 12 and 11 in the 36-hole finals. 


The first 18, or morning round, started as though it 
would be a sensational match. The Virginian held Captain 
Pagan in check for the first nine to a one up lead at the 
turn, but from then on out it was a case of “fireman save 
my child.” Mr. Guy found traps and three putted almost 
every green on the back nine with the result that Mr. Pagan 
was eight up when the finalists went to lunch.

RUSHING flippers, a bony toothless jaw set in a 
AN horny beak, enclosed in a convex shell or carapace, 

all wrapped in a deceptive docility and you have the 
toothsome green turtle, habitat of the southern coast of 
Florida and nearby tropical waters. 

The green turtle is the most edible of the four species 
of the Caribbean area. The other species are the Hawksbill, 
Loggerhead and Leatherneck. 

Despite its apparently impregnable armor the sea turtle 
has its tendon of Achilles, which is the soft undershell that on 
dry land presses and obstructs the oxygen intake so death 
might ensue in a few hours. This is why commercial turtlers 
keep turtles on their back. Upside down they can live for 
months. 

The average size of green turtles rarely exceeds 150 
pounds and in heavily fished waters only 120 pounds. Growth 
rate in early years is about seven pounds or seven inches in 
length each year. The oldest green turtle in captivity was 
said to be about 15 years old. When freshly hatched it is 
about two inches long. 

By contrast the loggerhead often reaches 450 pounds 
and some have been taken off the west coast of America in 
excess of 1,000 pounds. 

Sea turtles are salt water animals and have been seen at 
considerable distance from land. They are dependent upon 
land only for egg laying purposes and hence rarely out of 
the water. 

The green turtle is found in comparatively shallow water, 
inside the reefs. Shoals and lagoons with growth of marine 
grasses and algae are favorite places where this food is plenti- 
ful. Garman states they are most abundant on shoals near 
low sandy beaches or near uninhabited islands. 


In early hours of morning Mrs. Turtle waddles from safety of her ocean home, 
selects her nest and starts “digging in.” 


The Florida nesting season is from April to July. The 
green turtle lays three to four times a year and fourteen days 
apart. These layings consist of 75 to 200 eggs. Observations 
in Florida suggest layings take place mcre frequently at 
spring tides and at full moon. 

As described by Howell (1927) the nesting starts with 
scooping a shallow bowl by the use of all four flippers. The 
nest is then dug by the hind flippers alone, using the front 
flippers to remove sand. As the hole increases in depth the 
front flippers act as scoops and the sand lifted out with 
care. The completed hole is about 2 feet across and 18 inches 
wide at the bottom and about 18 inches deep. The hind legs 
are brought together and eggs released two or three at a 
time along with copious mucus. With laying completed, the 
nest is filled in by the hind flippers or legs and sand scat- 
tered by front flippers so that it is almost impossible to 
locate the nest. Total time for the operation is about two 
hours and while laying her eggs the female is indifferent 
to disturbances, even though several persons may stand in 
close proximity. 

Male green turtles are never on the beach, either day 
ocr night, although frequently close to shore. 

Mating pairs have been observed during October, No- 
vember and again in January. During this period many have 
been observed floating on the water surface, apparently 
asleep, so that it was possible to row right up to them. 

Before laying, the female locates her nest high above 
the water line. Dampness in the sand adjacent to hatching 
eggs causes deterioration and death of the embryos. 

Sometimes the turtle will begin to dig a nest and depart 
leaving the mission unfulfilled, only to start anew elsewhere. 
Some writers have attributed this to the desire of the turtle

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to confuse would-be predators. Eggs once disturbed, will 
not hatch. 

All the young do not emerge on the same day or night, 
though they usually leave the nest by 48 hours. Only rarely 
do the young come forth in daylight, but such hapless crea- 
tures as do are quickly devoured by gulls and herons. House 
cats are known to be harmful predators. Once past the land 
hazards, the young turtles face the imminent danger of 
sharks and large fish. Turtles are caught in large nets some 
200 feet long and from twenty to forty feet deep, supported 
by corkwood floats and frequently supplied with wooden 
decoys shaped and painted a crude imitation of turtles. The

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trained from boyhood for the work. Dragging a large turtle 
from the nets, with wildly lashing flippers and menacing 
clang of snapping jaws, requires courage and skill. 

From the dugout the big fellows are brought alongside 
the mother ship, a cable ending in double nooses is lowered. 
Loops are tightened around each front flipper and the cap- 
tive helplessly swung aboard. Once over the side, ceremonies 
are brief. The captain, with a razor sharp knife, cuts his 
brand or initials on the bottom shell or plate of the turtle 
for the same purpose cattle are branded. This simplifies pay- 
ments and avoids confusion at sales market in identifying 
various cargos.

net is set in water up to 12 fathoms or more and visited 
each morning. Unless removed frequently, the catch is 
liable to attack by sharks, which not only destroy the turtles, 
but damage the nets. 

In some parts of the world a small fish of the mackerel 
family is attached to a line. The fish seeks out the turtles 
and fastens itself to one of them by its sucking device, after 
which the fisherman follows the line to the turtle’s place 
of hiding and, with assistance, lifts it aboard his boat. 

Natives in West Indies go turtle hunting in sturdy dug- 
outs (small boats hollowed from huge logs). It is a haz- 
ardous undertaking, even in a smooth sea, but men are

fleet and see in the semi-darkness of the hold, the unique 
cargo sprawled on their backs amid an atmosphere of tense- 
ness akin to the calm in a military arsenal filled with explo- 
sive shells.
